MERICAN educators and economists will play close attention to 


the experiment of the British government in raising Ihe age 


limit for compulsory education-from fourteen to fifteen years as 
a means of reducing: the burden of unemployment. 
Before l9lS 


the compulsory age limit in British schools was twelve. The change 
added greatly to the cost of school operations, and the addition of 
one more year of schooling is now estimated to add 600,000 
scholars to "the rolls and $100,000,000 to the cost of pub'.ic edu- 
cation. 
In addition there is a further financial complicatior. in the 


fact that special maintenance allowances are granted by the state 
to unemployed parents of dependent children, which means that 
families subsisting on the dole will receive the extra allowance 
for their children for an additional year. 


Already the scheme has been strongly attacked as unsound 


from an education; 1 as well as a social standpoint remarks the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 
It has been discussed in this country many- 


times, but no serio is attempt has been made to apply the idea, 
despite the spontaneous and voluntary tendency, particularly in 
our industrial centers, to raise the school age limit at one end 
and lower it at the other. 
The kindergarten has provided a pub-, 


licly supported means of caring for children below minimum school 
age and junior high schools and high schools have proved a mag- 
net to keep children in school beyond the age of fourteen. Actually 
we now have free public education covering a thirteen-year period
